If the applicant does not have 
a Florida title certificate in 
his or her name covering the 
vehicle for which amateur radio 


license plate is requested, an 
application for title properly 
executed must be submitted with 
proof of ownership and proper 
fees, 

Remember - when an auto- 
mobile registered with an ama- 
teur radio tag is sold or traded 
you may contact your local tax 
collector or tag agent, who will 
upon payment of required regis- 
tration tax and fees, transfer 
the amateur radio rag to an- 
other vehicle in accord with 
instructions from DMV.

License Tags 


Don’t forget that under the 
new Florida law, all Florida- 
licensed motor vehicles are 
required to be safety-inspected 
- - lights, steering, tires, 
brakes, etc, - - twice a year, 

If you carry your radio call 
sign on your license plate in- 
stead of the usual Florida li- 
cense letters and figures, your 
first inspection will be during 
the month of November, 1968, 

Here is the official ruling, 
dated Feb. 2, from Captain C. 
C. Reynolds, Chief of Motor 
Vehicle Inspection for Florida’s 
Department of Public Safety, 
Tallahassee, Fla, 

“This is to advise that the 
month of NOVEMBER will be 
the scheduled time for Florida 
amateur radio operators to have 
their vehicles inspected if such 
vehicles are bearing their ama- 
teur radio call letters,” 

It just might be a good idea 
to clip this notice and carry it 
in your billfold, in case some- 
one stops you this summer 
and questions your prior lack 
of an inspection sticker,

New Field Day Changes 


(Editor’s note: This will be 
your final reminder for Field 
Day. Please read new changes 
below in ARRL Bulletin 161, 
Send SKIP your scores early 
and all legs directly to ARRL 
Hq. All single entries must 
send a “copy” of their logs 
to SKIP for checking. Good 
luck.) 

Field day 1968, June 22 and 
23, will incorporate a number 
of new features, Suggestions 
from the field should make 
this annual test of emergency 
gear particularly challenging 
this year. Significant changes 
include combining class D and 
E home stations into one cate- 
gory eligible for the d.c. input 
and emergency power multipli- 
ers, 

The Field Day period will 
be limited to 27 hours, including 
set-up time. (Repeating 27 
hours including set-up time.) 
Power multipliers have been 
rearranged to break at 10, 50 
and 200 watts, 

Increased points for traffic 
and 100 percent emergency 
power will be offered, In ad- 
dition, the 1,5 battery multi- 
plier will apply to the under 
10 watt Class A as well as 
Class B and C stations, Full 
rules will appear in QST, Read

IT HAPPENED LONG AGO 


DID YOU KNOW? A maid en- 
tered his room and found him 
dead on the morning of Janu- 
ary 7, 1943, Thus, ended quietly 
the era of the man who tamed 
the mighty Niagara and pro- 
duced a new system of Alter- 
nating Current motors and 
transformers, 

Nicola Tesla was born on 
July 10, 1856, in the village of 
Smiljan, Yugoslavia, As a youth, 
he had the dedication and drive 
that was to earn him his desire 
to ‘‘TAME ELECTRICITY AND 
HARNESS NIAGARA FALLS,” 
Nicola’s father, Rev. Milutin 
Tesla, fulfilled his desire by en- 
rolling him in the Polytechnic 
Institute of Prague to further 
his studies in the field of Phy- 
sics and Mathematics, 

On his first job after gradu- 
ation, he invented the ‘‘RE- 
PEATER” and although this 
principle is used this day in 
radio loudspeakers, he never 
bothered to patent his idea, 

As though to prove his “Pow- 
er of visualization, for he sel- 
dom worked from plans or 
notes, he stopped suddenly while 
taking a walk with his aid Szi- 
geti, and cried out, ‘Watch 
me! Watch me reverse it, Don’t 
you see it? Now I throw the 
switch and I reverse it. See, 
there is no sparking,’”’ Thus had 
Tesla found the solution to the 
Alternating Current problem, 
He had conceived the ‘Rotating 
Magnetic Field’’ for his induc- 
tion motor, 

It was at this time that Ni- 
cola left Budapest and went to 
Paris to work for the Contin- 
ental Edison. When he found 
no interest in his induction 
motor there, he accepted an

introduction to Thomas A, Edi- 
son in New York and left Paris 
arriving in June, 1884, a young 
man of twenty-eight, 

After a disappointing stay at 
the Edison Experimental Cen- 
ter, and aseries of misfortunes, 
a new backer financed a new 
lab on Fifth Ave., and Bleeker 
Street, New York City. Now 
he was free to develop his Al- 
ternation Current machines and 
soon he was granted his first 
25 patents. This was the start 
of a flow of discoveries that 
shook the Electrical world. 

In 1888, before the American 
Institute of Electrical Engin- 
eers, he lectured on ‘‘A new 
system of Alternating Current 
motors and Transformers”’ and 
was acclaimed “AN OUT- 
STANDING INVENTOR.” In 
1891, before the Royal Soci- 
ety of Engineers, he lectured 
and demonstrated his wonderful 
discoveries in High Frequency 
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currents. This lecture stood 
for many years as the only writ- 
ten work in the field. But with 
the building of the First power- 
house at Niagara Falls, Tesla’s 
early dream was brought to 
fruition. 

Tesla’s most famous inven- 
tions: The Induction Motor, The 
High Frequency Resonance 
Transformer, H. F. Electronic 
Controls, and the Delta-to-Star 
Polyphase A. C, Circuit. This 
man was truly a Genius.

Traffic handling - - in Flor- 
ida - - is a big thing. Flor- 


ida’s hams are known for their 
extensive and efficient message 
and traffic handling systems. 

One of those nets is the No- 
vice Hurricane Net. The Novice 
Hurricane Net (NHN) is made 
especially for the novice and 
beginning trafficker. It operates 
on 7165 ke/s in the forty meter 
novice band. The net meets 
evejy Saturday and Sunday at 
2:30 local standard time (est 
or edst), 

The purpose of NHN (and of 
most other traffic nets) is to 
pass messages (free of charge) 
for the general public and to 
help novices build up their code 
speed and general operating 
ability. Another benefit for par~ 
ticipants is the friendships built 
up with other members who are 
heard and worked week after 
week, 

So, if you want to be wel- 
comed into the net - - how do 
you check in (QNI)? Well, its 
simple - - first listen on 7165 
ke/s for the net control sta- 
tion (NCS). The NCS is usu- 
ally, but not always, WA4YAK 
or WB4DDO. After you hear 
the net control finish the roll 
call (QNA) and ask for QNI 
(check ins) use your closest 
crystal to 7165 and call “Bk.. 
BK... BK... BK... de WN4XXX’* 
(your call), Even if you’re not 
on the net frequency the NCS 
will eventually hear you since 
he tunes most of the novice 
band. The farther from the 
net frequency you are, the long- 
er your BK’s should be to get 
his attention, After he gives 
your call and says QTC? (do 
you have messages for me), 
just say QTC (then the names of 
cities or states you have mes- 
sages for) or QRU (if you have 
no messages). Then he will ask 
you to wait and later will tell 
you who to pass the messages 


That’s about all there is to 
checking in, Soremember, NHN

A Simple Single Wire Antenna Tuner 


By Dick Blasco WA4DHU

With the disappearance of rigs with pi-network outputs capable 
of matching wide ranges of output impedances from the market, 
the need for some external device to do the job has increased in 
recent years. Portable operation like FD or lack of space may 
necessitate the use of antennas having a characteristic imped- 
ance other than a pure 50 ohms resistive, 

The adjacent diagram shows a simple, but effective and inex- 
pensive solution to the problem of antenna matching, The ro- 
tary inductor L1 is salvaged from a surplus antenna tuning unit, 
and the toroidal form for T-1 can be obtained for about 15 cents 
at a local Miami distributor. The rest of the components are 
from the junk box, and the diodes are any general purpose or 
switching types. The entire unit is enclosedin a small cabinet 
salvaged from a surplus power supply. 

The directional coupler T-1 is made up by winding 15 turns of 
wire bifilar on the toroid, and connecting the leads as shown. 
For optimum results, T-1, the 500-ohm ‘‘null’”’ resistor, the 
diodes, and their two bypass condensers should be enclosed in a 
small shielded box and mounted inside of the main cabinets with 
the leads coming out through feed through capacitors. Phono 
jacks could be mounted to handle the R-F line. 

C-1 should be mounted with an insulated coupling and its ro- 
tor insulated from ground, S-2 is a 3-pole 4-position ceramic 
rotary. The wiring gives the four configurations shown, which 
should match a wide variety of antennas. 

To adjust the SWR indicator, bypass the L-C circuit and place 
a 50-ohm load on the ‘‘antenna’’ side of the coupler, apply pow- 
er, advance the sensitivity controlfor meter deflection and tune 
the 500-ohm null resistor for zero reading in the reflected pos- 
ition, To match an antenna, experiment with various combina- 
tions and tune for zeroreflected reading. Jotting down calibra- 
tion for barious bands will greatly reduce tune - uptime after 
initial set-up.

Florida To Get New 160 
Meter Frequencies 

Following from ARRL Bul- 
letin 165: “FCC has amended 
the amateur rules effective July 
one providing additional privi- 
leges in 1800-2000 kHz, The 
new arrangements results from 
the work of a special study 
group in Washington during the 
past year headed by the Coast 
Guard and with participation 
by ARRL representatives. This 
FCC action grants substantial 
increased in available fre- 
quency segments as well as 
power in most areas of the 
U.S. June QST will have the 
full details, Please note the 
effective date is not until July 
FIRST.” 

Here are the changes: 1800 
to 1825 and 1975 to 2000 kHz 
Florida amateurs can use 500 
watts during day and 100 watts 
during night. 1825 to 1850 and 
1950 to 1975 kHz we may use 
100 watts day and 25 watts 
night.
